I am telling their stories in the Goosebumps: Most Wanted series.

What if you were the only one who knew 
he was a monster? And what if he decided you were his next victim? 

Then would you be a tiny bit afraid? 

Well, here’s a boy named Noah Bienstock. The kids all call him Bean.

You never know when someone might be 
planning a surprise good-bye party for you! 

After you read Bean’s story, you will definitely know why the monster 
in his class is MOST WANTED. 


Have you ever felt so frightened, you couldn’t breathe? Like your whole 
body just locked in fear, and you couldn’t even blink your eyes? 

That’s how I feel right now. I can’t move and I can’t think straight. 

My name is Noah Bienstock and I’m twelve. Everyone calls me Bean, 
even my parents. 

I’m underwater. Deep underwater. And it’s cold down here. It feels like 
icicles brushing against my skin. Each ripple of the soupy green water 
makes me shiver.
